3. In casG it shnll appear to tlie Lord laeutenant in Council, 
npon Eepresentation duly made to Mm. "by tlie Owner oLany Pair in 
Ireland, tliat it would be for tbe OonTeuience and Adyantage of tbe 
Public that suck Pair should be held on some Pay or Pays other 
than that or those on which such Pair is used to be held, it shall be S 
lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, hy and with the Advice of Her Ma- 
jesty’s Privy Council in Ireland, to order that such Paii‘ shall be 
held on such other Pay or Pays as he shall think fit : Provided 
always, that Notice of such B/epresentation, and of the Time when it 
shall please the Lord Lieutenant to order the same to he taken 10 
into Consideration by the Privy Council, shall be published once in 
the Puhlin Gazette, and in Three successive Weeks iu some One and 
the same JS^ewspaper of the County, County of a City, or County of 
a Town in which such Pah is held, or if there be no Newspaper 
published therein, then in the Newspaper of some County adjoining 15 
or near thereto, before such Representation is so considered. 

4. When n-nfl so soon as any such Order as aforesaid shall have 
been made hy the Lord Lieutenant in Council, Notice of the making 
of the same shall he published in the Puhlin Gazette, and in some 
One Newspaper of the County, County of a City, or County of a 20 
Toun in which such Pair is usually held, or if there be no News- 
paper published therein, then in the Newspaper of some County 
adjoioing or near thereto ; and thereupon such Pah- shall only he 
held on the Pay or Pays mentioned in such Order ; and it shall be 
lawful for the Owner of such Pair to take all such Toll or Tolls, and 25 
to do aU such Act or Acts, and to enjoy all and the same Rights, 
Powers, and Privileges in respect thereof, and to enforce the same 
hy all and the like Remedies as if the same were held on the Pay 
or Pays upon which it was used to be held previous to the making 
of such Order. 30
